President Wilson issued

“1 have today created within the 
Red Cross a war council to which

Cross both in the field and in civil­ 
ian relief. 
‘‘The best way in which 
to im­

it in the hands of a single experi­ 
enced organization, which has been 
recognized by law and by interna­ 
tional convention as the public in­ 
strumentality for such purposes.

Byron Cowing, Perry

Walter Gartin were here today, hav­ 
ing received

camp adjutant to return home to a r ­ 
range their affairs here. 
Gartin and 
Cowing had to report at camp to ­ 
night, but Oneal had until tomorrow 
to return. 
Cowing appeared on the

provided at the 
camp. 
Each candidate for a commission in 
the conscript army receives a khaki 
suit, an extra pair of trousers, a hat, 
two wool shirts, a pair of heavy tan 
shoes «and a pair of leggings. 
They 
also receive two blankets, two sheets, 
a mattress, pillow and cot. 


A special oath is signed by 
the 
men as soon as 
they report at the 
fort. 
This oath applies only to the 
men 
who are to take 
the special 
three months’ training, but it plaees 
them subject to army regulations in 
the same manner as are enlisted men 
in the regular service.

The blanks provide for 
fourteen 
questions, every detail 
the govern­ 
ment wishes to know about its po­ 
tential soldiers and a query wheth­ 
er exemption is claimed.

Distribution of the cards is expected 
to he completed within a few days. 
According to estimates

by the census bureau, New York

Monday, May .28, has been tenta­ 
tively chosen as registration day in 
the United States under the selec­ 
tive 
conscription act. 
This 
date 
has been chosen on the assumption 
that the congress will agree on the 
conscription act at once and that 
the President’s proclamation desig­ 
nating a day for registration can he 
issued not later than Monday. 
If the congress 
should 
fail to 
come to a final agreement on the 
legislation tomorrow— if the debate

continue into the 
first of next week 
—the registration date would have 
to be 
changed. 
The 
President’s 
proclamation, which he has had al­ 
ready several days, fixes a date for 
registration fifteen days beyond the 
date of the signing of the conscrip­ 
tion legislation. 
Although the official figures on the 
number of young men to be drafted 
from each state will not he ready for 
some time, it is estimated by the cen­ 
sus bureau That Indiana now con­ 
tains 300,000 men between the ages 
of twentv-one and thirty and subject 
to registration. 
Indianapolis, it is estimated, has 
about 28,000 men between twenty- 
one and thirty. 
All of these men will be required to 
register, no m atter what their status 
is, married or single, healthy or sick­ 
ly- 
From those who register, the un­ 
qualified will be eliminated after the 
re a s o n s given by the individuals for 
exempt ion >a re approved.

Fifteen democrats and twenty- 
four republicans voted to defeat the 
proposal. 


Senator Martin, democratic floor 
leader was one of those who voted 
against the provision.

leaves

no 
specific control over the press. Oth­ 
er sections of the bill cover treason­ 
able utterances and it was the con­ 
tention of those opposed 
to

censorship that these

protect. 


It is possible that 
later efforts 
will be made by the 
administration 
to secure additions of a much mod­ 
ified censorship provision. 


Under the rule allowing ten min­ 
utes to each senator to speak

discussion of

went on today and a vote on

whole bill is expected before even­ 
ing.

gamblers, some of them men of im­ 
mense wealth,’’ already is at work in

immense wealth 
and others of very 
small means who are 
today taking 
advantage of war conditions to ex­ 
ploit their fellow citizens to the full 
extent of their ability. 
These men 
are allies of the Kaiser 
and 
are 
doing their utmost to defeat the pa­ 
triotic 
purposes 
of 
the 
nation. 
Wherever 
they are seen, 
in high 
places or in low, they should be con­ 
demned and made to feel the loath­ 
ing and contempt of every patriotic 
American. 
These men will be taken 
care of in due 
time 
by 
national, 
state and municipal legislation, but 
until such legislation 
can 
be en­ 
acted the only effective power that 
can be brought, against them is the 
jower of an outraged public senti­ 
ment, and that should be used vigor­ 
ously and mercilessly. 
“I am told that 
some 
of these 
men are actually in Washington to­ 
day, conducting 
a lobby 
against 
nhe request 
of 
President 
Wilson 
that Congress empower him and his 
Cabinet to take the necessary means 
to mobilize 
the 
agricultural 
re­ 
sources of this nation for victory. 
“They are urging every specious, 
theoretical and imaginary argument 
against the granting of war powers 
to the President and his Cabinet and 
they are at present directing 
their 
principal attack 
against the 
laws 
which have been introduced by 
the 
agriculture committee of the house 
with a view to putting the depart­ 
ment of agriculture on a war basis. 
That step should have been taken 
several weeks ago. 
The bills 
now 
before congress were drawn up af­ 
ter the department of justice 
had 
consulted with 
every 
agricultural 
college in the United States, with 
every state department of agricul­ 
ture, with every agricultural paper 
or magazine, and with experts 
fa­ 
miliar with the expérience of Europe 
during the last three years. The ad­ 
ditional powers asked for are pow­ 
ers which are possessed 
and exer­ 
cised by the governments of every 
European nation now at war. They 
have been demonstrated to be abso­ 
lutely essential war powers. 
“The 
unpatriotic 
and 
disloyal 
lobby that is trying to defeat the 
determination of congress 
and of 
the people of this country to put the 
agricultural resources 
of 
the na­ 
tion on an efficiency basis in this 
crisis should 
be 
made to feel the 
condemnation of every real 
Am­

New York, May 12.—One of the 
most brilliant banquets in the history 
of America was given here last nigh; 
in honor of the British and French 
War Missions to the United States. 
The guests included Arthur James 
Balfour, 
British 
foreign minister; 
Rene Viviani, French minister of jus­ 
tice; Marshal Joffre and two for­ 
mer Presidents of the United States 
—Theodore Roosevelt and William 
H. Taft. 
The distinguished representatives 
of 
America’s 
allies 
in the 
war 
against 
Germany arrived at 
the 
Waldrof-Astoria in one party. 
The 
streets on all sides of the hotel were 
literally packed with men and women 
eager to pay their 
respects to the 
city’s guests. 
Outlined in electric 
lights in the 
front of the hotel were the flags of 
the three nations represented, while 
far up and down famed Fifth avenue 
double rows of streets lamps gleamed 
out of golden globes brought out a 
sea of flags floating over parallel 
lines of patriotic citizens, who jam­ 
med the sidewalks on both sides for 
a mile and a half. 
The members of the missions were 
escorted first to the great ballroom, 
where a brief reception 
was held, 
and then to the grand banquet hall, 
which has been the scene of many 
brilliant assemblages. 
They entered

banquet hall was a great curtain of 
horizon blue. In the center was the 
American flag, flanked by the colors 
of France and England and with th® 
flags of the

allies sur­ 
rounding them. Below the flags was 
a copy of a medalion 
representing 
France and England, supported 
on 
a golden panel 
bearing the now- 
famous words of President Wilson, 
“to make the world safe for dem­ 
ocracy. ” 
The menu was one of the simplest 
ever served at a great pubHc dihner 
in New York. It was limited to five 
courses, each one a typically Ameri­ 
can dish, and was designed to exem­ 
plify the 
Spwrtan simplicity that 
should govern the nation in its hour 
of danger. 
The table decorations were confin­ 
ed to the rose of England and the lily 
of France. 
The 'rotunda boxes 
of 
the hall were filled with handsomely 
gowned women. 
At the close of the banquet Mayor 
Mitchell presented Mr. Balfour and 
M. Viviani gold medals emblematic 
of their visit to 
New York. 
The 
mayor then proposed a toast to the 
President of the United States. The 
diners rose, cheering frantically and 
throwing their napkins into the air 
while the 
orchestra played 
“The 
Star-Spangled Banner.” 
The mayor then toasted King 
George of England while the orches 
tra played 
“God Save 
the King.” 
This was followed by a toast to the 
French republic, which was drunk to 
the 
strains of 
the “Marseillaise,” 
and then there was another toast to 
the President of France.

Mr. Davison, who sent out the 
telegrams to the chapters announc­ 
ing the creation of the war council, 
said 
that it is impossible

;imate now how much money will be 
needed by the council. 
He thinks

“we 
are going to get that money, I 
do 
not know, but I have 
every

Idehce that the American people will 
despond as never before and that 
we will get it. 
“I expect to devote practically all 
of my time to the new* assignment. I 
lave enilsted. 
It is my bit, and I 
lope a great many more will regard 
a similar work as their bit. 
And I 
lope that no one will make the mis- 
ake of thinking that this is no or­ 
dinary work of alleviating suffer­ 
ing. 
It is that and more; it is an 
effective agency looking to winning 
;he war.” 
One of the first things, he added, 
will be to bring relief to thousands 
of people in France, left in pitiable 
situation in the wake of the fighting 
armies. 
Tilling of the soil has been 
made impossible by the destruction 
of fanning implements and the work 
of restoration will be not 
only an 
act of mercy but a very practical 
aid in lessening the economic bur­ 
den. 
The council 
expects to send 
to France and later to Russia and 
other allies seeds and tools to en­ 
able non-combatants to resume eul- 
ivafcion of the devastated districts. 
The work in America was not min­ 
imized but Mr. Davison will suggest 
i;o the Chapters of the Red Cross that 
it is not nearly so important as that 
in Europe. 
The early dispatches of an organ­ 
ization to France to study conditions 
and determine what should be done 
is contemplated. None of this work 
will be in a spirit of charity, how­ 
ever, but it will be sh directed as to 
make the beneficiaries self-support­ 
ing. 
The council expects to announce 
soon some period early in June when 
it will go before the country with a 
specific appeal for aid. 
“Just now,” Mr. Davison said, “I 
believe there are not 2 per cent of 
the people who have a full apprecia­ 
tion of the fact we are at war. But 
they will appreciate it soon and the 
Red Cross offers to a groat part of 
our 110,000,000 people an opportuni­ 
ty to perform & service.” 
The vast fund to be raised for use 
of the war council will be collected 
through a national finance commit­ 
tee, headed by Cleveland Dodge and 
Seward Prosser of New York. The 
message sent to local chapters in­ 
structed each to call a matting of its 
executive committee at once to make 
far-reaching plans for the financial 
campaign.

A special oath is signed by 
the 


men as soon as they report at the 
fort. 
This oath applies only to the

tential soldiers and a query wheth- 
er exemption is claimed.

Distribution of the cards is expected 
to be completed within a few days. 


According to estimates compiled 


by the census bureau, New York 
should register (i24,000 men alone 
and Chicago, 300.000. 


Monday, May .28, has been tenta- 


tively chosen as registration day in 
the United ^States under the selec- 
tive 
conscription act. 
This 
date 


has been chosen on the assumption 
that the congress will agree on the 
conscription act at once and that 
the President's proclamation desig- 
nating a day for registration can be 
issued not later than Monday. 


If the congress 
should 
fail to 


come to a final agreement on the 
legislation tomorrow — if the debate 
on the conference

should 


continue into the first of next week 


the registration date would have 


to be 
changed. 
The 
President's 


proclamation, which he has had al- 
ready several days, fixes a date for 
registration fifteen days beyond the 
date of the signing of the conscrip- 
tion legislation. 


Although the official figures on the 


number of young men to be drafted 
from each state will not be ready for 
some time, it is estimated by the cen- 
sus bureau Ihat Indiana now con- 
tains 300,000 men between the ages 
of twenty-one and thirty and subject 
to registration.

BE PROHIBITIVE 


Very Probable That City Will Not 


Oil Streets 
Under 
Improve- 


ment Resolution as in Past 


ONE COMPANY CAN'T SUPPLY IT 


Walter Reinheimer, 
Who Had Con- 


tract for Two Years, Says 


Price Will be Double 


The price of oil this year may be 


so high that 
the city 
will not oil 


the .streets, under . the. improvement . 
resolution as in years past. From 
all'indications the price of the street 
oil may be prohibitive. 


Walter Reinheimer of the Indiana 


Rdafl Preserving company, the com- 
pany which had the contract for the 
street oiling 
last 
year and 
the 


year before, stated today that the 
oil this year would come at a price 
about double that last year. If this 
be true then the 
contract 
price 


would be considerably higher than 
was ever paid by the city. 


'Last year 
the price 
was about 


three and one-half cents per square 
yard. 
Double this figure would lie 


seven cents and it is not likely that 
the city will oil at this price. One 
oil company, the Standard oil com- 
pany, has already told city officials 
that they will not 'be able to supply 
oil this year as their output 
is 


sold; 


That the representative of this 


oil company evidently knew condi- 
tions is seen from the fact that his 
company refused to bid for the con- 
iraet of supplying Indianapolis -with 
street oil. The Standard 
Oil com- 


aany-and the .Indian. Off" company 
both 
refused 
to submit bids this 


week for the job in Indianapolis. 
The bid that was accepted in Ind- 
ariapolis. was $5.85 per hundred 
gallons. 


Reinheimer stated 
that he 
had 


been promised 
the oil by the com- 


pany where he had purchased it in 
former years, but 
that 
the price 


Would be almost don-hie.

mayor then proposed a toast to the 
President of the United States. The 
diners rose, cheering frantically and 
throwing their napkins into tiie air 
while the orchestra played "The 
Star-Spangled Banner." 


The mayor then toasted King 


George of England while the orches- 
tra played 
"God Save the King." 


This was followed by a toast to the 
French republic,' which was drunk to 
the strains of the "Marseillaise," 
and then there was another toast to 
tire President of France.

Tilling of the soil has been 
made impossible by the destruction 
of farming, implements and the work 
of restoration will be not only an 
act of mercy but a very practical 
aid in lessening the economic bur- 
den.
